When application for p yment of these policies 
was made by the widow, an injunction was 
prayed by Mr J M Ball, and other creditors 
a:ainst thoss companies in which Mr Green had 
insured after h s bankruptcy, restraining them 
from paying the money to the widow.

in Which He Makes Suggestion 
Upon Which the People May Act. 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 28. 


Hon B. E Crane, President Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, Atlanta, Ga. ¢ 

Dear Sin—As our commission has 
been prevented from meeting the board of trade 
aud the citizens of Atlanta aud addressing them 
upon the object of their visit, I will be obliged 
if you will lay this letter before them for such 
action as may be .hought desirable. 

One year ago the committees of congress in 
their endeavors to economize the expenses of 
‘i.e different departments proposed to reduc 
ihe expenses of the »ostoffice aepartment be- 
tween one and two millions of dollars but in 
consequence of the u.certainty of the 
results, the act making the re- 
duction provided for the appointment of a 
commission to examine into the compensation 
which should be paid for the trarsportation of 
mail, aud report rules end regulations for the 
government of the service to congrees. This 
commission Las been engaged for nine months 
in the discharge of their duty. and have visited 
ali the d‘fferent sec.ons of the country; col- 
l.eting testimony and evidence; in reg rd to the 
cost of the transmission of the mails by ruzil- 
r «ds, and the faci ilties requirelijtor a props: 
development of the service. 

The objects of this comnission are probably 
better shown by ashort statement of what w: 
have seen and heard. Our first busines: 
was to learn from the officers of the railroads 
the cost of transporting the mais, aud w a’ 
change, if any, could be madein the manner oi 
estimating the compensation Your cnly iuter 
est in this inquiry is to know that they are not 
paid more for this than for like service rendered 
t the public generally, for you do ueither+ xpeci 
or desire that the railroads will work for the 
governmeot cheaper thaa fur private individu 
als,and perform tbe work iu ® mauner satisfac 
tory either to themselves or to the public 
While presuming these inquiries we conveised 
with citizens, bankers and merchantsin th 
Various parts of the eounty to ascertain if any 
beneficial resul's had fullowed from the fas! 
mail between New York and Chicago, and the 
limited mail between New York and St Louis 
via Philadelphia. Before we began our work 
we doubted whether these lines could be of 
much service to the public, as they left New 
York at 40’clock inthe: morning arriving ip 
Chicago at 6)°clock the following morning ,oniy 
2 or 3 hours earlier than the tran which lef: 
at 8 o'clock the pre’eding evening. Butit was 
the almost concurrent testimony of merchants i1, 
Chicago that a business day was gained in thi 
correspondence from New York and the same 
time in their remittances to the east. As We travel! 
still further east we found the people were, if 
possibie, more united in testifying to tne ben- 
efit of the fast mail train service and im regrets 
atits discontinuance Many of them said they 
had gained by iteven more than two days’ time 
in exchange of correspondeuce with the east. 
The great benefits of this service were nearly 
equally due to the absolute certainty with 
which the mails were delivered in Chicago and 
the greater rapidity of transmisriou, for it never 
in a single instance failed in ten months to con- 
nect at Chicago with the outgoing mails to the 
west andthe northwest. In like manner the 
mails frum the west made a certain connection 
at Chicago with the fast mail bound to New 
York. One merchant we met at Denver, Col., 
said that his firm had calculated that they could 
better aff 1d to pay $.00 per month than to lore 
the fast mail service between New York and 
Chicago, for it enablei him to send his orders 
for goods and to receive supplies so much soon- 
er, and to also largely reduce his telegraph bills 
Merchants we met at Los 4 ngelos, California 
the most remote point we visited, bore testimo 
ny likewise toits value to them. Similar ex- 
pressions were made by merc’ants in Kansas 
and Missouri and in the jar southwest at Gal- 
veston ana Austin, Texas. The pecuniary 
value of this service from the interest saved on 
remittances from the west to the east can be es- 
timated with tolerable accuracy. Six hundred 
million dollars are annually remitted from 
Chicago alone to New York and New England, 
and th: interest saved on the remittances are 
more than the entire cost of the fast mail ser- 
vice from New York to Chicago. Over and 
above all business considerations the great ben- 
efit that accrues to social correspondence by 
this accelerating correspondence must n0; 
be forgotten, nor the great stimulus it 
gave to the newspaper business. Our visit 
to the west aud s)uthwest taught us. the value 
of a fast mail to the business interests of 
those in commuaication. In October last we 
visited this city and interviewed officers of the 
southern railroad and steamship association 
aud from our conference with these gentlemen, 
we left with the belief that we could be of little 
value to this section of tne country. Tuxat 
everything was depressed, every one discourag- 
ed, dispirited and disheartened; ail eyes were 
tnrned backwards rather than forward, and 
even hops seemed to have fled away. Fortu- 
nateiy however, for ourselves and our reputa- 
tion we then met with Mr. Bridges, o!f Wil- 
mington. and received an invitation from him 
to visit the south in the spring. This we ac 
cepted more in the belief that it would be a 
pleasure trip to the suuny south than a meansof 
acquiring information that would benefit 
its peopie. Butoureyes have been gradua'ly 
opened. It seems as taough the feelings of the 
suuth were as gre tly changed as the policy o! 
the adminirtration. Then was the sear and 
yellow leaf of the fall--all looked d-:eary, and 
we le't with a sad foreboding for the south, but 
uow ali nature blooms and bios oms, and the 
desert has been transformed into the Garden of 
Eden—hope has returned, peace and prosp rity 
are in your midst. Eveathe railroad men teil 
us of the improvements they have ai:ready 
roads upon their lines -of the great amount of 
money that has been raised, and will be expen- 
ded in further improvements. Roads which 


are running with greater regularity between 
the north and the south than at any t me. The 
people are anxious to kpow what they can do to 
all jn this good work. On our visit in April 
last we appealed to the managers of the ral! 


company has been burner 


roads and urged upon them to show tbat they 
had the power eid the wiliingness to aid in 
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quickening their schedule time and deliver the 
maile in New Ork ans at 7 o’clock a m., instead 
of 11:39 o’cleck, thus saving an entire business 
day to the merchants of New Orleans, saving a 
day io the merchants of Savannah, and to al- 
most all the cities of Florida, and on the return 
trip to deliver the mail at New York at seyen 
o’clock in the morning instead of ten o’ciock‘ 
thus saving a day’s interest on all remittances 
from the south to New York and New England 
These remittances cover all the drafts drawn 
against cotton, tobacco, turpentine, lumber and 
all ottrer products exported from the south, to 
whatever place or country they are destined. 
All these remittances are now received at the 
New York banks betw en 11 and 12 o’clock, and 
as the clearing hovse closes at 10, remittances 
arriving later than that hour are not passed to 
the credit of the remitting baak until the suc~ 
ceeding day. The gain tbat the people will 
receive from the quickening of the mails are 
very great, and we are happy to announce tha‘ 
as the r.sults of these efforis arrangements are 
now nearly completed, and the new schedule is 
expected to go into operation within a week 
Thiswill be the first fruits of thevisit of this com- 
mission to the south. But this is not enough. 
We believe that arrangements wil! be completed 
within another month by which 
the mail will start from New York 
at nine O’clock p m instead of six o'clock. In 
this greater despatch every merchant traveler is 
venefitted, and the whole public share in its 
benefits. The commission have promised the 
railroads, in consideration of the adoption of 
this faster schedule, to recom rend congress to 
give such increased compensation asthe speed 
aud sccommodations furnished will justify. 
But with this fast scbvedule it will occupy 
thirty-nine hours between New York and 
Atianta, while the trains are new runping in 
twenty nine hours between New York and 
Chicego, over a hundred miies further. The 
gentiemen connected wita the railroads say tha’ 
before another spring comes round they will be 
prepared to run a iimited ma'l train bei weep 
New Yora and New Orleans in forty-eight hours 
and d liver the mail, leaving New York at 9 
o’cloek—three hours later than at present—and 
late enough to collect all the evening mail, and 
urrive iu,this city at 4o’clock a m, ready for dis- 
tributio. in the early morning. This train would 
-Onsist of a postai car and twoor three passenger 
coaches, upon which higher charges would be 
made than upon the ordinary tra'ns, and thus 
dividing the expense between the post cffice 
deparimeut and the public. 
There is anoth’r mater in which the people 
of Atlanta and the state of Georgia are even 
more interested than in the fast mail. Itis in 
the improvement and reorganization of what 1s 
called the ‘‘star service,’’ or the transmission of 
the mails by horse power. This service, whi h 
has been largely increased in al! other sections 
of the country, is actually less in the south than 
it was twen'y yeargiago; and althouyh there was 
then a larger MEA of tnis servic 1n propor- 
tion to the population than ia any other sectioa 
of the country, yet now it is the reverse. How 
t should be improved t*e commission cannot 
tell, nor can the postoffice department. It lies 
entirely in the hands of the people to ‘say 
whether they wish any improvement of the mai; 
service, and whatitshall be. You muat first help 
yourse)] ves before you expect others to help you 
If you desire an ¢exteusion of this service it wil) 
be necessary for you tochoose a committee who 
will prepare the requisite statistics, showing 
the population of the various s_ctions of the 
state, what parts are now connected by posi 
routes and where they are wantedin ord.r't? 
furnish the needed facilities. With such facts a 
system can be formed by which post routes can 
be established and operated to tne greatest ad- 
vantage of the people and at the least cost to the 
department. 
But it will not be sufficient for you to instruct 
the committee on these poin’s,for our dutyis 
limited to jreporting the facts a-d statiisics to 


decide to make. 

The department well disposed as it isto ri' 
you is, power)ese unless congress shall act, adop 
the plan the commission propose, and make the 
appropriation to enable the department to carry 
them into effect, to establish new stuge routes 
and pay the increased compensation that will be 
required to defray the greater cost of a fast rail- 
way mail service. 

The energy that Atlanta has shown in the 
past, the wouderful progress it has made since 
the war, are sufficient proof that her citiz~ns 
will adopt every measure to aid her future 
progress. The commission and the postmas’er 
geueral will render every assistance in their 
power to their reasonable req ‘est.

Hew the Rassians Blew upa Tarkish 
Movitor—4 Daring and Successful

Lonpon, May 28. 

Two young Russian engineer officers 
attempted to reach the Turkish monitor on the 
Danube with torpedoes, end were discovered 
and driven off bya heavy fire. They returned 
at three in the morning in two skiffs, carrying a 
chain of smal] torpecoes ft!led by dynamite 
They secured the chaiu across the monitor’s 
vows and fred it by the means of eleciricity, 
when the monitor disappeared. 

[Note—The destruction of this monitor was 
reported Saturday, but neither were the nau'es 
given nor the sce: e of the exploit located } 

Another account of the destruction of the 
monitor is as follows: It was one of the most 
daring deeds ever recorded. A small detach- 
ment of Russian soldiers left the northera shore 
of the Danube in a number of smail boats, The 
— being very dark, they managed to sur 

round the mouitor before being discovered 

They were finally ob:erved by thé sentries on 

poaird, aud they were challenged. The major 

replied in Turkish, ‘'Friends,’’ The Turks, not 
satisfied, commenced firing in the direction of 
>Mutchin. Not knuowicg where the boats came 
from, shots flew wide. Duriug the firing, sev- 
eral Russian soldiers plunged into the waver 
swam silently to the vessel a 'd placed a torpedo 
in close contact with her Lottom. Afterit had 
been s¢cureiy fastened, the meu returned to the 
neighboring shore. The Monitor was blown 
into the air, and all on board perished.

All signs indicate that the Russians 
intend {to attack Mukhtar’s _po- 
sition by two flank movements.

TURAISH ARMENTA, 

In ccnuection with Tus Coxstitu- 
TION’s minute map of the seat of war 
in Asia Minor,it should be remembered 
that the objective point of the Russians 
is Erzeroum. When that is “captured 
it will not be difficult “to lay at the feet 
of the czar’ the natural defence; ot 
Turkey in Asia. For west of Erze- 
roum,the country soon beco nes a plain. 
All roads in Armenia may be sai. to 
converge in the city that the Russians 
are striving to capture, and the dis 
tances roundabout are therefore mat- 
ters of interest. 

From Kars to this point is 4 great 
highway of travel; the distance be- 
tween the two places being about 120 
miles. From Bayazid (now in posses- 
sion of the Russians) to Erzeroum 
there is another great highway ; the 
distance being about 165 miles. From 
Erivan to Alexandropol (also in posses- 
sion of the Russians) there is one road, 
distance about 55 miles. From Alex- 
andropol to Kars, three roads ; distance 
say 49 miles. From Alexandropo! to 
Achalzik, one road; distance about 80 
miles; this place is also held by the 
Russians. From Achalzik to Ardahan, 
one road; distance about 45 miles. Ar- 
dahan was in possession of the Turks 
until a few days since. when the Rus- 
sians captured it. From this place to 
Kars the distance is about 45 miles. 
Southwest of Kars and distant some 
60 miles is Ulti, which was taken not 
long since by the Russians. South of 
Kars, about 40 m les, is Kaghizapan, 
now in possession of the Russians ; 
while south of Kaghizapan some 20 
miles, situated in the mountains, is 
Toprak-kaleh, held by the Turks. 

The distance from the frontier to Scu- 
tari is nearly 1,200 miles—a long march 
for an army to make through a hostile 
country, when it must cut loose from 
any base, the Black Sea being controll- 
ed by the Turks. At present, how- 
ever, the roads and passes tn the moun- 
tainous country about Erzeroum are 
the engrossing scenes of warlike efforts, 
and these are uccurately represented on 
the map we published last Sunday 
morning. Interested readers should 
take the man and fasten it upon a 
board and then take some white and 
blac« pins (let the white represent the 
Russians and the black the Turks) and 
drive them in the places held by the 

contending armies. As the forces change 
their places, the pins can be moved. 
- The map thus furnishes a chess-board 
upon which Turkey and Russia are 
fighting for empire.

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A MODEL FARM. 


model farm of Colonel R. H. Hardaway 

This farm consists of only fifty acres. 

It is situated on the outskirts of Thom- 

asville and lies well, but was origina! ly 

poor, pebbly soil, and yielded but eight 

bushels of corn per acre the year previ. 

ous to the purchase. This was about 

twenty years since. Let us see what 

fertilizing and judicious cultivation 

have accomplished. Last year five 

acres were allowed to lie fallow and 

rest. From ‘he remaining ven, by cer- 

tified measurement, 328 bushels of corn 

were gathered, 327 bushels of oats, and 

three heavy bales of cotton. And yet 

the outlay was comparatively light,and 

the result a powerful argument in favor 
of the “intensified” system of agricul 

ture; which, being interpreted means | 
nothing more than small areas under 
cultivation and heavy and repeated ap- 
plications of manure. The present sca- 

gon ten acres are again under treat. . 
ment, five being devoted to corn, and 
the remainder to oats and cotton. The 
corn is planted in rows four and cne- 
half feet apart, and so closely as to av- 
erage about ten thousand stalks to the 
acre. A portion is manured with 
125 bushels of eotton seed per acre, 
and the rest with a compost made of 
cotton seed, stable manure, ashes, 
etc. 

Very lit.le difference in the growth 
and appearance of the corn can be 
noticed. lt is all beautiful, and will 
yield, with favorable seasons, from 65 
to 70 bushels per acre. The oats are 
nearly ready for the scytke and will 
turn out sixty bushels per acre. It is 
too soon to make any estimate of the 
cotton. Colonel Hardaway says that 
thick corn adequately enriched never 
fires from drought, as its very density 
is a protection by shading thé ground.

As to 
their medicinal value, we are informed 
that, in the opinion of very many phy- 
sicians bere and abroad, they are re- 
garded as fully equal to sulphate o 
quinia. 
It is to be observed that they are 
offered by the American manufacturers 
in. ample quantity and at the low 
prices above indicated, so that no 
danger of a tailure to provide for tne. 
necessities of all élasses of our people 
in this direction need be apprehended. 
Now, as to their medicinal properties: 
“In the year 1866 the Madras govern- 
ment appointed a medical comruission 
to test the respective efficacy, in the 
reatment of fever, of quinine, qvini? 
dine, chinchonine aud chinchonidine, 
Of the sulphat:s of these alkaloids a 
due supply, specially prepared under 
Mr. Howard’s superintendence, wzs 
placed at the disposal of the commis- 
sion.

“The Indian government, acting on

The result of the experience of our 
army surgeons will be Jo »ked for with 
interest.

Liberal and Scienttfie Association. 


Un the 2J)st instant, a number of gen- 
tlemen met in the old rooms of the Young 
Men’s library Association, in pursuance of ad- 
journment on a previous occasicn, to take pre 
liminary action looking to the orgenization of a 
Libera: and Scientific Library Association. 

Mr. Marcus A. Bell chairman of the commit- 
tee appoiated to prepare an address to the pub- 
lic, reported as follows, which was adopted : 

The purpose of this organization is to supply 
a demand created by the growth of this city and 
stimulated by the success of organ!Zations of a 
similar character, looking to intellectual expan - 
sion and development. It therefore antagonizes 
no existing library association. It is, in a qual- 
ified sense, a complement, rather than a rival, 
of the Youug Men’s Librar’ Association, estab- 
lished in 1867. A public library fiiled with mis- 
cellaneous works of modern fiction is designed 
to amuse rather than instruct, and yet it fills an 
important place in the commuuity. It stimu- 
lates the habit of reading, thus preparing the 
way for more solid aud useful books. To mvet 
the demand for advaneed reading. the Liberal 
and Scientific Library Association is contem- 
plated. 

This is an age of extraoidiuary mental activ- 
ity. There is much thinking and writing going 
on 1n the higher ficlds of thought and inyestiga- 
tion. Notheory is taken for grauted. Old dog 
mas, old prejudices, old theories are coming 
daily under the tests of science and reason:

It is not enough to say 
that a belief was unquestioned by & 
former generation—it must pas through 
the crucible aud bear the test of science; or, in 
other words, it must be made to DarmoniZe 
with that intellectual progress which has char- 
acterized the )ast quarter of a ceniury. Nor is 
this restless enquiry confiued to any one coun- 
tryor people. In each of the civillz¢d natiors 
of the world, are constantly arising bold 
thinkers -liberal pioneers in new fields of en- 
quiry. Itis natural, the:etore, that an intelli- 
gent community should demand means of in- 
formition as to the progress of this intellectual 
crusade. There are hur.dreds of young men 
anxious to investigate the claimsof such terch- 
ers a8 Spencer, Tyndal, Huxley, Darwin and 
others, in natural ecience, and of others in 
theological and metaphysical enquiry, whose 
works are exciting universal attention. But 
they are unxbie to do so fo. the want of oppor- 
tunity. 

How, then, can such opportunities be afford- 
ed them in Atlanta? How, indeed, except by 
an association looking to the purchase of a 
scieutific library, to be keptopen to all mem- 
bers? Many professional men feel the want of 
such a library. Many young men would gladly 
avail themselves of it, were it successfully in- 
augurated, The intelligent machinist woula 
go there to spend his evenings and acquaint 
himself with all the new im- 
provements in his calling. Chemists, 
astropomers, geolcgists, botanists, sculptors, 
painters, lawyers and ;physicians wouid aysil 
thems lves of such an opportunity to keep up 
with the discoveries and progress in t cir re- 
sp.ctive professions. Ina word, ;th: se rchers 
of facis, truth and knowledge, of Classes and 
professions, would find in suchan institution a 
respon e to their respective enquiries. Such, in 
brief, are the motives of this organization. It 
seeks only to do good by making men subservi- 
ent to reason and knowledge, rather than to 
passion and prejudice Itseeks to expand the 
human mind,ard thus to emancipate it trom 
the tyranny of ignorance and superstition and to 
prepare it for usefulness in all phases of its 
existence.

GRANT REITERATED, 


ject and Makes it Plain—Ite fensi 
bitlty, Its Adyantages and Its Cost. 


“Meet me at the Kimball house at 
2:30 to-morrow.”’ 
Thus a telegram from Captain John A. Grant, 
formerly supervising engineer of the water 
works. This reporter was at the rendezvous 
promptly, and Captain Grant entered soon after- 
wards. 
“I just wanted tosee you,” he said, “‘and im- 
press upon you the absolute necessity of build- 
irg the extra dam above the waterwork's res- 
ervoir with a storm-water escape, 
‘In the firs. place, itis essential that the 
quality of the water should beimproved In 
its present condition it is unfit for use, and the 
city is almost without any benefit from the 
expensive works. It isim portant that the mud 
should be cleared out, and an inexhaustible 
supply of pure, clean and fresh waier furni: hed 
with which to replace the impure water now 
used from the central wells of the city, 
In the second-place, the reservoir is filling up 
with a greater rapidity than any one imagines 
Itis fillivg with a tenacious, filthy mud that is 
brought in with every rush of the water. It is 
filling so rapi@ly thatif the extra dam is no! 
built now it will have to be built in 

LESS THAN THREE YEARS. 

There is no escaping this conclusion. I saw 
the necessity of such a dam, when the first one 
was built, and I suggested thalit be built then. 
Commissioner Murphy alone of the board sup- 
ported me and the matier went by. The rapid 
filling of the reservoir bed will inevitably force 
the buliding of an upper dam, behird 
which the mass of mud and debris that teach 
storm brings can be caught. The work cannot 
be postponed for more than a year or two. It 
had better be done at once. 

THE DANGERS OF A DAM FRESHET. 

“In the third place,’’ says Capt. Grant, “I 
consider that there is great danger of the dam 
being swept away under the pressure of a heavy 
storm flood The escape pipe for the dam is no 
near large enough to carry cff the water, anda 
very beavy storm might sweep away the dam 
if a small hole were toru in the great structure, 
the water would tear the rest away in an incon- 
ceivably short time. Or if the water should 
evr reach the top of the dam, and 
rush over it would carry the whoie 
dam away. There is vo faultin the building of 
thedam. Itis as weildone, as it could be 
The simple matter is, that the escape pipe 1s 
not large enough, and with an extraordinarily 
heavy storm, the pressure would be unbearable. 
The dam would go, just as a good boiler might 
burst, when the escape valve was insufficient. I 
told Superintendent Wynne to-day thata very 
little storm might give the dam more than it 
could attend to. 

THE DISASTROUS RESULTS 
of a breaking of the dam. can hardly be estimat- 
ed The flood of waterthat followed would 
sweep the pimp house and machiuery away like 
feathers and woulddevustate the country for 
miles below. : 

“But cannot the escape pipe of the dam be in- 
creased?”’ 

“Yes, sir. It was built in such a way at first 
that it could be sufticient)y enlarged iu a few 
heurs. But the best and safeat way of protect- 
ing the dam would be to build the upper dam 
as I proposed to you some days ago.”’ 

CLEAR WATER, A SAFE DiM AN” DEEP LAKE 

“are you certain,’’ we asked ‘that the upper 
dam would reiedy all the evi's?’’ 

‘lam positively certain uf it. The reservoir 
will hold three months’ tup;ly for the city 
conv Diently, not a drop of Water need b 
poured into it from the upper dam until the 
water in the upper lake has become yuite tran- 
guiland clear. The water in the lower lake 
would be protected from storm 
disturbance and would be kept as elear 
as the water in a tsnk on ‘the top of 
your house. The storm escape, to form the 
upper dam around the large reservuir, should 
be wide and amp’e, and should be sown thickly 
with Bermudagrass. If this is not done, it 
might wear away, and thus make it necess:iry 
for the city to line it with brick. The cost of 
this would be very great.’’ 

THE COST OF THE UPP&R DAM. 

**What will the cost of the upper dam be?” 

It will not run over twenty thousand dollars 
I have figured on it, and the cost will not ge 
over these figures. It seems to me that the 
question then resolves itself into this: Whether 
the city will allow an _ expendi'ure of 
about $409,000 to become practically worthless 
for the k.ck of less than $20,000 additional ex 
pense. 

I have no possible interest in this matter, ex- 
cept the gener | interest! feel in atlanta ana 
the special interest I feel in the water works: 
from having been in chargeof building them 

The above is a veat way of pu'ting the thing, 
and we commend Capt. Grant's words to the 
water coimoissioners.
